WASHINGTON (AP)-The Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Committee on Fri­ 
day gave executives of four steel 
companies a chance to appear be­ 
fore it and explain why they feel 
they should not be cited for con­ 
tempt of Congress. 
The committee’s Antitrust and 
Monopoly 
subcommittee 
voted 
such a citation last Friday when 
the steel men refused to honor 
subpoenas calling on them to pro­ 
duce manufacturing cost data. 
But instead of voting cm the sub­ 
committee’s request for approval 
of the citation, the parent commit­ 
tee in closed session Friday de­ 
cided to hear the company execu 
tives in public next Wednesday. 
The steel executives already 
had requested such a hearing in a 
letter to the committee chairman, 
Sen. James O. Eastland, D-Miss. 
The companies 
involved are 
Bethlehem. Republic, National and 
Armco. 
Their refusal to produce the re­ 
quested records is based on a 
claim that if the data bec ame pub­ 
lic or otherwise reaches their do­ 
mestic ami foreign competitors, 
they would be seriously damaged 
in a business way. They argue ad­ 
ditionally that no legitimate legis­ 
lative purpose would be served by 
making the records available. 
Sen. Estes Kefauver, D-Tenn.. 
chairman of the subcommittee, in­ 
sists. however, that the fears of 
disclosure are unfounded. 
He says the plan is to have 
the figures submitted directly o 
die General Accounting Office 
where they would be analyzed In 
groups af three and ast*raged out 
with the companies identified only 
by letters. Kefauver claims not 
even the subcommittee members 
will know the figures for any In­ 
dividual company. 
The protesting companies claim 
these safeguards are Inadequate 
because 
cost 
accountants could 
break down the data made public 
and get company figures. 
Eight other steel producers. In­ 
cluding U S. Steel, have agreed. 
under protest, to produce the re­ 
quested records. But Kefauver has 
withheld cts! lect ion of any of the 
data pending settlement of the dis­ 
pute with the recalcitrant four.

NEW ORLEANS, U . (AP) - 
Shot* crashed through the glam 
front door of one of the New Or­ 
leans Archdiocese’* newly deseg­ 
regated schools shout dawn Fri­ 
day. For the mort part, however, 
the scene was quiet.

white people continued as this 
Deep South city neared the end 
of the first week of its biggest 
school desegregation — a total of 
about MO Negroes In 20 public 
school* and 36 parochial schools 
But the crowds were dwindling 
hi size and energy from Thurs­ 
day. 
Attendance was up at all but 
two al the desegregated public 
schools. No figures were availa­ 
ble on the parochial schools. 
One parochial school closed un­ 
expectedly—the Our I .ady of Good 
Harbor at Buras, where five Ne­ 


groes enrolled on opening day last 
week and haven’t bren hack since. 
The parish priest, the Rev. Chris­ 
topher Schneider, said simply: 
’ Nobody showed up." He declined 
further comment.

Remains Lrehanged 


LONDON (AP) — Doctors con- 
cerned about symptom* of heart 
exhaustion kept watch on the 
pulse and respiration of the fugi­ 
tive Soviet spy Robert A. Soblen 
as he slept on in a drug-induced 
coma. 
There was no sign Friday he 
was responding to treatment. 
Soblen’s wife Dina, like him a 
New York psychiatrist, flew In 
from New York and was permit­ 
ted to spend a few hours in his 
Hillingdon Hospital bedroom. 
Two medical bulletins summar­ 
ized the condition of the 61-year- 
old spy. At 10:20 a.m., the hospital 
announced that Soblen "remains 
unconscious.

WASHINGTON XAPt-A British 
medical magazine said Friday a 
drug used in slimming pills in 
that country may possibly be 
crippler of unborn children.

Interior Minister Roger Frey, 
announcing the arrests, said the 
gang received its orders from oth­ 
er plotters outside France. He did 
not identify the plotters or the 
country. 
Frey said two earlier attempts 
had linen set up to kill the 71- 
year-old president before the Aug. 
22 ambush in suburban Pctitda- 
mart. 
Check Identic* 
Police checked the identities of 
nearly a million persons before 
making the five arrests. The in­ 
terior minister named as leader 
of tile gang Alain Bougrenet de la 
Tocnaye, a former lieutenant in 
the 1st Foreign Legion Paratroop 
Regiment which supported the Ap­ 
ril 1961, generals’ putsch in Al­ 
geria. 
Frey said that if the ambush of 
the I4e Gaulle motorcade driving 
from downtown Paris to Villacou- 
blay airport had succeeded it 
would have resulted in a ‘ butch­ 
ery” of all the persons in the pres­ 
ident’s car.

Skating On Thin Ice 


The railroad operating unions are try ­ 
ing to turn back th e clock. 


They are saying, in effect, that the 
operating conditions of 30 or 40 or 50 
years ago m ust be considered the oper­ 
ating conditions of today—despite the 
enormous technological advancements 
made in railroading in the modem era. 


They are also saying, in effect, th at 
all railroad jobs m ust be maintained 
even when the need for them has passed 
and the cost imposed by obsolete work 
rules has been a m ajor element in bring­ 
ing much of this vital industry to near­ 
insolvency. 


And they are fu rth er saying, in ef­ 
fect, that the recommendations made 
by a distinguished Presidential Commis­ 
sion which studied the problem for more 
than a year should I** disregarded. The 
Commission proposed not only a mod­ 
ernisation of the work rules, but gener­ 
ous benefits of many kinds for displaced 
and transferred workers. The industry

accepted the plan—the unions will have 
nothing to do with it. 
These seem the only conclusions that 
can be drawn from current union ac­ 
tions. The industry bas scheduled sound 
and reasonable work-rule moderniza­ 
tion—so the unions answer with the 
th reat of a nation-wide strike which 
would do immeasurable damage to the 
economy, to the national security, to the 
public interest, and to labor itself. 
Meanwhile, some things can be said 
w ith certainty. 
One is th at no group, 
no m atter how powerful, can blatantly 
ignore the national interest and get 
away with it indefinitely. 
Another is 
th at a depressed industry cannot long 
lie a sou it e of highlv-paid necessary 
jobs, mjch less those th at progress has 
made useless. A third is th at railroads 
m ust continue to serve this country. 
And fourth, if worst comes to worst, 
the government would be forced to take 
them over. 
No one in his light mind 
could want that.

It has l>een 
estim ated that during the current dec­ 
ade. an unprecedented 21 to 26 million 
young people—the “bally lioom” of the 
years immediately following World War 
II — will enter the lalmr market. The 
President pointed out th a t unless posi­ 
tive steps are taken to prevent high 
school “dropouts” 7.5 million boys and 
girls will fail to complete high school. 
This would lie a “tragic” situation, lie 
said, liecause “the outlook for these 
young people is black indeed.” His ad­ 
vice that all high school-age youngsters 
go bark to school “with a real desire to 
learn” should not be lost upon either 
them or their parents.

officials.

Thomas S. Dignan, acting di­ 
rector of New Jersey CD-DC, 
has stated that there Is no 
regulation 
preventing 
such 
participation, and that such a 
regulation would be "undemo­ 
cratic and contrary 
to the 
Constitutional 
right of 
free 
»l>eech and discussion.” 
lf such a regulation would 
be contrary to the Constitu­ 
tion. we wonder, Is not such a 
’’policy’’ contrary to the Con­ 
stitution. also? 
We ask this as taxpayers 
who are being asked to ap­ 
propriate six billion dollars for 
fallout shelters, and who have 
read a great deal of criticism 
of the fallout shelter program 
by scientist*, military analyst*, 
and other expert*. 
James R.

burial vaults."

RAE Cornwall, manager of Citi­ 
zen Gas Co., Stroudsburg, stated 
that in a report just received tabu­ 
lations show that the nation's gas 
utility indusry sold 1.9 per cent 
more gas in May 1962 than in 
May of 1961.

One therm is 
equal to 100,000 British thermal 
units (Btu) and could operate a 
gas refrigerator for 80 hours.

Look in the frozen food section 
at your grocery store for a bone­ 
less turkey roast which weighs 
(rom 4 to 6 pounds. It’s made 
with one-half a boneless turkey 
breast and one boneless thigh. 
The light and dark meat* ar* ar­ 
ranged parallel, wrapped in the 
turkey Mein. and tied securely. 
The

keeps the turkey meat moist and 
flavorful during cooking, 
a n d 
there are are good drippings for 
gravy. The roast la placed In a 
transparent hag on which a r e 
printed cooking and storing sug­ 
gestions. 
It can be cooked, frozen, ar 
thawed in a covered roasting pan 
with a little moisture added. Th* 
frozen roast will take 2*1* to 3H 
hours, while the time is cut to 
2>4 to 2% hours if pre-thawed. 
Roast in a 350 degree oven. 
These roasts are wonderful on 
an indoor or outdoor rotisserie. 
Bac* overnight in a marinade or 
nib with aah, pepper, or poultry 
seasoning before putting on the 
spit. If you want to usb a barbe­ 
cue sauce, don’t apply it until 
it s almost tune to remove It 
from the heat so that the outside 
of the roast doesn’t get too 
brown. 
In the picture above the roast 
is shown sliced. Accompanying 
the meat are individual servings 
at cornbread stuffing baked in 
custard cups: 
Coni Bread Stuffing 
4 cups broken corn bread 
4 cups boiling water 
I onion, grated 
1 cup diced celery 
2 eggs, beaten 
% cup butter, melted or salt pork 
fat 


Salt and butter to taste. 
Combine bread and boiling wat­ 
er and squeeze out fairly dry 
while still hot. Add remaining in­ 
gredients, mix well and p a c k 
lightly In greased custard cups or 
a casserole. 
(This stuffing can 
also be used to stuff a duck or a 
4 pound chicken.) Bake along with 
turkey far the last 30 to 40 min­ 
utes. 
On the plate in the photograph 
you will notice a sauce poured 
over the cornbread stuffing; this 
is creamed peas and mushrooms 
Use a box o< the frozen peat and 
mushrooms, cooked, or cook peas 
separately and add a can ai mush­ 
rooms or sauteed fresh mu s h 
rooms.

Neither the American house­ 
wife shopping In the supermarket 
in hair curter* or the average 
Yugoslavian on the streets of 
Belgrade seem to care how they 
look. 
That is one conclusion drawn by 
an American woman in her first 
impressions behind th© Iron Cur­ 
tain at one of its most flexible 
points. Mrs. Joseph C Wheeler, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. A. M. 
Price, East Stroudsburg, is with 
her husband and younger daugh­ 
ter in Yugoslavia where he is 
serving with the United States In­ 
formation Service. 
In a tetter home, she writes: 
’ Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia. 
The 
first thing one always notices 
about a new country is how much 
the same people are everywhere. 
The similarities are obvious; the 
differences need more time and 
more sophisticated observation to 
be discovered. 
"The people here In Belgrade 
walk around on two legs, talk­ 
ing, laughing, arguing, look glum 
or pleased, just as the man on 
the street does in Italy or Amer­ 
ica. The people in Belgrade are 
poorly dressed but they seem 
much more oblivious to the ef­ 
fect of their appearance than, for 
Instance, an Italian would be 
dressed so shabbily. 
"They are obvious hi exactly 
the same way an American 
housewife shopping ta faded 
Jeans, old shirt and hair curler* 
al an American supermarket I* 
ob)*’Hous, completely ooBoented 
with other matters than her ef­ 
fect on her fellow man. 
"There are many people on til* 
streets barefoot. On th* way into 
th* center of town from our bouse, 
the replanting on toe grassy strip 
between the sidewalk and the 
street la being don* entirely by 
pleasant women in long skirts, j 
heavy shirts, big bandannas tied 
tightly on their heads. They hoe 
away in friendly shoeless groups. 
I s a w an entire family walking 
down the main street, all bare­ 
foot. I saw a father and son, the 
father without shoes, th* toret 
year-old-sized son in nothing but 
a T-shirt, his bare feet and legs 
sturdy, Mort of th* men however 
wear sport shirts, pants and thorn. 
Mort of the woman wear skirts 
and rttirts, or cation dresses and 
heei-tesi samites. 


socks. On their feet, most of the! 
men wear sandals made of leath­ 
er thongs intricately woven to­ 
gether into stiff high up-tumed 
points at the toe. They wear heavy 
shirts 
and 
vest-like 
sweaters 
They don’t seem to mind the heat. 
Their faces are small, sharp, 
dark and dry. 
"There are lots of uniforms ai 
the streets, most of them Gl-re- 
cru its-type 
soldiers, 
shambling 
along tingly or In parts or in un­ 
tidy clots marching down the mid­ 
dle of the street, Their uniforms 
are of poor quality, poor cut , 
poor fit and are In poor order. 
They are light grey, faded into 
all shades, even to a rusty tan. 
The jackets are out like a loose 
shirt and belted by a heavy black 
leather belt Into a kind of sloppy 
blouse. The cavalry-type recruits 
wear the baggy Turkish jodpurs 
with heavy wrinkled leather boots 
that flare out below the knees and 
clomp on the streets. For a dicta­ 
torship they are the most unmili­ 
tary bunch (rf boys imaginable 
They are all over the streets. I 
judge that they must be recruited 
mountain boys, because the army 
attache says th© regular army is 
splendidly trained.

The public buildings down town 
are big, heavy, and tastelesaly 
decorated 
with

and 
columns like a third clast Vienna. 
There big piles of grey stucco are 
interspersed with one-story Tur­ 
kish houses and stores. The houses 
ar© hidden away behind and be­ 
tween the public building* down 
town and are often of dark wood, 
unpainted. The boards are narrow 
and run vertically. They look Uke 
walnut boards. Do you suppose 
they are? Every here and there 
a new office building soars toto 
the sky, all plate glass and re in­ 
toned concrete.

"The residential section is un­ 
tidy, the homes heavy stuccocov- 


ered brick, the lawns not wry 
neat, th© flowers profuse and 
beautiful. The Serbs are great 
gardeners. The lawns are a little 
ragged because they are mown 
by hand with sickle*. The flowers 
and fruit trees are beautiful be­ 
cause the Serbs really care about 
the massive effect at color and 
shade. 
"We had guest* yesterday and 
I made a flower arrangement 
from our own garden, using three

I thought it was beautiful . . . at 
one© so delicate and so strong 
This morning at breakfast our 
melster had "fixed It up” with 
six large pink dahlias and eight 
yellow mums.
